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The Bible 


S all roads in the beginning of the Christian era led 
to Rome, so all roads in the realm of Christian 
civilization lead to the Bible. They may have their origin 
in the remotest end of the intellectual or spiritual king- 
dom; they may lead over deserts or quagmires as well as 
through flower-bordered fields; they may come down 
through the valleys or up over the heights: but whence or 
in what way, finally they come to the Bible. 

Rome in her strongest day never had a power over 
her subjects like unto that which the Bible holds over the 
thought and life of men. Rome’s strength was only rela- 
tive: a mightier opponent might at any time arise; it was 
only temporary; the ills that all men are heir to sooner or 
later would gnaw at her vitals and she must sink down and 
disappear. The strength of the Bible, on the other hand, 
has never been threatened by the greater power of a rival 
in the field of religious literature; it has held its own on 
comparison with, and shown itself to be superior to all 
other bibles in the field of comparative religion; its 
strength has never been subject to decay; by an organic 
force it renews its vitality continually and always has the 
dew of youth upon it, strong as a young man to run a race 
and conquer. No book has held the attention of mankind 
for anything, even approximately, like the time the Bible 
has. All nations have found in it their light and life, and 
all peoples have discovered it to be as well fitted to their 
own conditions and needs as if it had been written for 
them in particular and not for the whole world in general.

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The first Printed Book : the Bible of forrpewo Lines’ 
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© measure of time! Chou merest mite within the endless 
providence of God;

To those who printed first 
the written word 
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HIS is not aclaim, as might be surmised 
from the title, that the Scriptures date 
back to the Garden of Eden, and that our first 
jierents were brought up on their teachings! 
‘What we refer to, however, has to do with 
t the dawn of things, though with a very mod- 
,ern garden. Adjacent to the city of New 
‘York, in a most attractive region, one of the 
| great printing plants of the country has re- 
‘cently established itself in a ‘‘ Garden City,” 
/ and has beautified its grounds by laying them 
out like a private estate. In one portion of 
' the grounds there has recently been erected a 
very beautiful and unusual ‘sun dial.’? This 


‘sun dial,’ instead of the Roman or Arabic 
numerals, has placed in order in the series of 
the hours, the famous printers’ marks used by 
the great printing establishments of Venice, 
the Rhine, England, France, etc. Inthe cen- 
ter of the ‘“‘dial,’”’ holding in its very heart 
the gnomon that catches the rays of the sun 
and marks by the shadow the hour, is placed 


_a replica of the open pages of the ‘Mazarin 


Bible.” It will be seen at’once that this is a 
most original and appropriate conception ofa 
“sun dial” fora great printing plant, inasmuch 
as the Mazarin Bible was the first product of 
the press in the dawn of printing in the middle 
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of the fifteenth century. We are able to 
present a photograph taken directly from a 
copy of the Mazarin Bible which recently 
sold for $50,000, in connection with the sale 
of Mr. Hoe’s library in New York City. 

It will be immediately evident that these 
illustrations have a peculiar significance for a 
Society like ours, which is engaged in carrying 
forward the great work begun by this press 
of Gutenberg in the production of this first 
printed Bible. Isthere not also a significance 
in the thought that everywhere throughout 
the world the great influence of the printed 
Words has gone like the light from the sun, 
telling the story of the passing hours and 
counseling lives after the Scripture teaching, 
““so to number our days that we may acquire 
a heart of wisdom?”’ 

We are indebted for these pictures to the 
courtesy of Doubleday, Page & Co., and to 
their art editor, Mr. Walter Gilliss, the de- 
signer of the sun dial. 

It will be of interest to our readers to quote 
a few paragraphs concerning this dial from a 
little pamphlet prepared by Mr. Gilliss: 

“Tn casting about for a central feature for 
the dial nothing seemed so fitting as an open 
book; and of books there seemed to be but 
one to be desired above all others—the Bible 
of Forty-two Lines, printed by Gutenberg at 
Mainz in 1445; a book pre-eminent not only 
because the “Book of Books’, but by reason 
of its being the first printed book, and one 
which, after nearly half a thousand years, 
with its noble type, ample margins and 
brilliant black ink, stands out as one of the 
best, if not the best example of book-making 
in existence to-day. With the assistance of 
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Mr. Henry E. Huntington, the large-size 
negatives were made from which the Bible 
plate resulted, and by means of which many 
who may never have an opportunity of seeing 
this noble book, may see a faithful repro- 
duction of it in brass, even to the illumination 
—in the exact size of the original. 

“The form of the dial is that of a 41-degree 
ellipse, 654x787 inches. This form, as 
well as the unusually large size, was deter- 
mined by the dimensions of the Bible, which 
lies open at the nineteenth chapter of the 
Book of Job, that great chapter in which he 
speaks of the immortality of the soul, the 
twenty-third verse of which, in the English 
translation, reads: 

Oh that my words were now written ! 
Oh that they were printed in a book! 

‘“‘Above, and at the sides of the Bible, are 
twelve hour-spaces bearing the marks of 
twelve of the early printers, so disposed that 
at noon the shadow rests full across the cen- 
ter of the Bible, and passes first over the 
earliest of all printers’ marks—that of Fust 
and Schoeffer. 

“The dial was planned to cover only the 
first century of the art of printing (1455- 
1555), from Gutenberg to Platin; Gutenberg, 
who used no mark, being represented by his 
famous Bible. 

“It is hoped that those who come to view 
this dial may come but to view and not to 
harm, that the Bible which lies open upon its 
face may remain through the years to come, 
as it ever has been since the invention of the 
art of printing—an open book for the edifica- 
tion of the people, and the greatest of forces 
for the regeneration of the world.”

E take particular pleasure, in view 

of the holding of “The World in 
Chicago,” in presenting some excerpts from 
the interesting report of the Rev. S. H. Kirk- 
bride, D.D., in charge of the Northwestern 
Agency, whose headquarters are in Chicago.

We can only briefly touch upon one or two 
RSignificant items. 


Circulation 


The circulation for the year was 136,886, as 
compared with 126,784 in 1911, or an increase 
of about eight percent. The 
<ash receipts for these sales 
ere $19,648.38, as against 
13,244.68 for the previous 
yyear, a gain of $6,403.70, 
or thirty-three per cent. 
This is an indication that a 
much better grade of books 
is being sent out. All of 
increase was in the 

sales, which were 
$7,059.74, greater than the 
ryear before, while the sales 
through colporteurs show 
na falling off of $656.04. 
his year’s circulation 
brings the total distribu- 
tion of the Agency up to 
685,401 volumes. Our 
aim shall be to pass the million mark by 
915. 

These facts bring acutely to the surface the 

mveakest spot in this Agency, namely, an 
adequate colportage force. We have been 
ognizant of this condition for a long time, 
and have bent our energies to remedy it, 
with but indifferent success. We are happy 
ito say that several excellent colporteurs and 
Mcorrespondents have been secured, and by 
rearly spring we believe that our distributing 
force will be at the maximum in numbers and 
Ppeciency- 


Concerning the Collections 


In discussing American Bible Society 
affairs with different pastors, I find that it 
is generally taken for granted that an offer- 
ing for the Bible Society is taken each year 
fin practically every Protestant church. The 
: onviction is that this is the right thing to do, 
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Northwestern Agency 


and the assumption is that it is quite gener- 
ally done. Truth compels the assertion that 
‘the will” has been taken too often ‘ ‘for the 
deed.’” That which should constitute our 
strength, vzz., that we have the support of all 
Christian churches, really constitutes our 
weakness. I illustrate the point by a story. 


Water Instead of Wine 


The parishioners of a certain priest desired 
to express their love for him and appreciation 
of his work by a substantial present. A 
meeting was called to decide the nature of 
the gift. It was finally decided that on a 
given day every member of the church should 
bring to the parish house a bottle of choice 
wine, and pour it through the bung hole into

acask. This was done. When his flock had 
performed this labor of love and departed, 
the good priest thought that he would taste 
the good wine his good people had brought 
him. Great was his consternation, when he 
turned the spigot, to find that he had drawn 
water and not wine. The thought of the 
givers evidently had been that a bottle of 
water would not hurt a whole cask of wine, 
but the trouble was that everyone had had 
the same thought, and all had brought, water 
instead of wine. 

Pastors have thought that it would not 
make any difference if they did not take a 
collection for the Bible Society; but the 
trouble has been that too many have had the 
same thought, and there has been too little 
wine in our cask. Our success depends not 
upon a large gift once in a while from any 
given congregation, but a small gift every 
year from every congregation. 
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Pertinent Facts 


One fourth of all the foreign immigration 
in the year 1911 settled within the bounds of 
the Northwestern Agency. 

One tenth of the entire number settled in 
the State of Illinois. Only New York and 
Pennsylvania absorbed as many immigrants 
as Illinois. 

Thirty per cent of the people of Chicago 
cannot speak English. 

Only twenty-seven per cent of the people 
of Chicago had American parents. ; 

There are three times as many Bohemians 
in Chicago as there are negroes, and six times 
as many Russians as there are Scotch. 

One sixth of the citizens of Chicago came 
from southern Europe. 

Chicago and New York City control one 
tenth of the House of Representatives, and 
of this one tenth all but ten members come 
from a foreign-speaking constituency. 

This reveals the importance of reaching 
these people with Scriptures in their own 
languages. 


Distributing Agencies 

I was speaking the other day to one of our 
leading colporteurs, who works exclusively 
among foreigners, about his field and his suc- 
cess. I asked him if he had any pertinent 
stories to tell connected. with the sale of 
books or of conversions.resulting from read- 
ing the Scriptures. His reply was that there 
was a ‘‘story”’ connected with every sale of 
a Bible. He declared that he seldom has a 
request for a Bible, except occasionally from 
those that have been converted, but every 
sale must be preceded by a visit, often many. 
The ignorance of the people concerning the 
Bible must be removed; the prejudice that 
has been formed by the words of the priest, 
as well das the fear aroused by their threats 
and warnings, must be overcome, and a de- 
sire must be created by a ‘‘taste’’ of the 
Scripture being given through reading select- 
ed passages, before they will buy. In fact, 
infinitely more tact and zeal and salesmanship 
is required in selling to these New Americans 
than is required to sell to the native born. 
That these faithful men sell so few Bibles 
should cause no adverse criticism; the won- 
der is that they sell as many as they do.

This colporteur’s field is among the Rus- 
sian Jews in Milwaukee and vicinity. No 
other class of aliens probably are harder to 
approach or evangelize thanthese. They are 
truly the ‘“‘stony ground”’ of Christ’s Parable 
of the Sower. ‘There are few opportunities 
for speaking to large gatherings, and the 
approach is generally by ‘‘hand-to-hand”’ 
methods. Notwithstanding the difficulties, 
Mr. Orloff labors diligently among them, and 
has met with encouraging success. As he 
and his work become better known and the 
leaven of the Bible is felt, we confidently 
predict the organization of a mission for this 
people in Milwaukee. He cites two typical 
experiences: 

‘“‘One night I was looking for some Rus- 
sians. In a house on the second floor I found 
three families of Servian Gypsies. They live 
in a house as in a camp. All the furniture 
they had was one laundry stove. They live, 
eat, and sleep on the floor. When I told 
them about my bfsiness they were very kind. 
They sat down on the floor, and each made a 
cross with his hand and asked me to tell them 
what I knew about Jesus Christ. After one 
hour of visiting, I wanted to leave them. 
They told me that they had been eleven years 
in this country and had never heard the Word 
of God. They said, ‘God is wonderful; he 
sends his message to sinners, even, in a 
strange country.’ They purchased a New 
Testament because there was only one man 
who could read the Scriptures.”’

This veteran colporteur has had another 
year of varying light and shadow, success and 
failure. His story reveals the difficulties of 
his work, which is largely among Bohemians 
and Poles. While the visible results of his 


having one of his eyes treated. He had al- 
ready lost the sight of one eye, and we pray 
that the other may be spared him. He re- 
ports: 

I spent most of this year in Chicago, 
where missionary work is very necessary, be 
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ccause the people are falling away from re- 
lligion. Many Socialist and free-thinking 
ssocieties have recently been organized, which 
sare distributing their literature among my

:people. One of these societies has under- 
‘taken to establish sixteen branches among 
‘the Poles of the city. They employ sixteen 
-agents to distribute their lectures. Every one 
of these is an open enemy of religion. They 
follow this business with enthusiasm, because 
‘they can make from four to six dollars a day 
-at this work. So whenI come to these people 
to sell a Bible, the work is very difficult and 


one loses a lot of time in explaining, because” 


-where these simple people find anything un- 
‘intelligible, as in Genesis 
19 about Lot, or II. Kings 
-about Solomon, they put the 
‘book aside as too hard for 
‘them to understand. 

“T spent two weeks in 
Chicago Heights in co-oper- 
ation with the Rev. E. De 

Luca, working among the 
Italians, Lithuanians, Poles, 
and Slovaks. I was received 
in a friendly way and sold 20 
Bibles, 29 Testaments, and 
25 portions. In one house 1 
met a man who had 


‘Wanted a Bible for Six Years 
: ‘He had written to a friend in 
‘the old country to get one 
for him, but did not secure 
it. His father had possessed 
a Bible, but he was not 
allowed to read it, which made him all the 
more anxious to get one. I shall never for- 
p 


z 
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get the look of joy in his eyes when I brought 
a Bible to him.”’ 


Cosmopolitan Mission 


Mr. Joseph Horky, who is in charge of this 
Indianapolis mission, is one of our first Bo- 
hemian colporteurs. He had the oversight 
for three months of colporteur John Korvig. 
Two items from his correspondence illustrate 
the fact that Bible work here affects not only 
this country but also the lands beyond the 
sea. Mr. Horky reports that three young 
men converted in his mission are preparing 
for the Presbyterian ministry, and another 
has gone. as a missionary to Hungary. ‘The 
Balkan-Turkish war has called home many of 
the faithful attendants of the mission to fight 
for the freedom of their native land. 


Gary Presbyterian Mission 


Marvelous changes have taken place in the 
Presbyterian Mission in Gary, Ind., since the 
Rev. B. M. Baligrodzki went there a few 
years ago as a Bible colporteur and later 
opened a small mission. The changes are 
imperfectly illustrated by the picture of the 
first mission building and the recently finished 
neighborhood house, which is the first of a 
group of three buildings, and which is school, 
church, mission and neighborhood house com- 
bined. The work had developed so greatly 
that Mr. Baligrodzki resigned in the early fall 
and returned to regular colportage work. 
The Rev. V. P. Backora is the new superin- 
tendent and pastor. That they are here 
preaching the Gospel to all people is evi- 
denced by the fact that there are seventeen

HE Eastern Agency has for its field, as 

our readers know, the boroughs of 
Brooklyn, Richmond, and Queens, with the 
shipping in adjacent waters, together with 
_ those parts of the State of New York not 
cared for by local auxiliary Bible societies. 
The Secretary, Rev. William H. Tower, has 
prepared an encouraging report of the year’s 
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His father was a 
preacher in the Ger- 
man Evangelical As- 
sociation for over 
forty years, which 
accounts for Mr. 
Ragatz’s education 
in Naperville school, 
above mentioned. 

Mr. Ragatz joined 
the Methodist Con-- 
ference fourteen) 
years ago, and his 
first charge was a 
circuit one hundred. 
miles long, with 
eleven preaching 
places, and a salary 
of $350a year. Before 
entering the ministry, 
Mr. Ragatz was a jew- 
eler and quite success- 
ful in business, so that 
he has had a good 
training for the busi- 
ness responsibilities 
connected with this 
work of circulating 
the Scriptures over 
this vast field in- 
trustedtohiscare. In 
addition ‘to his gifts as.an evangelist and 
preacher, Mr. Ragatz has unusual and pecu- 


liar talent with the pencil and crayon, and he 


has entertained many an audience with his 
interesting pictures, and has used his skill 
with power to win people to the Saviour. 


work. This shows a circulation of 55,728 
volumes during the year, an increase of 114 
per cent over the number reported last year. 

Mr. Tower says, however, ‘‘We cannot but 
think that the best work done is that which, 
measured by the number of volumes distrib: 
uted, may bulk the least.” To a racial 
group of 30,000 souls in the city of Brooklyn, 
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for whom apparently nothing is being done 
by any Protestant church, the colporteur has 
gone day after day, breaking the ground by 
the sale of Scriptures to these Poles. In 
seven months he has sold them 466 volumes. 
The sale of 466 copies of the Scriptures among 
30,000 Poles in seven months may seem a 
small thing to one unfamiliar with the diffi- 
culty of reaching these people; but when it is 
seen that this work has resulted directly in the 
desire to hear preaching of the gospel, and 
furthermore, in the establishment of two per- 
‘manent missions, which in time will become 
churches, the value of this piece of work can- 
‘not be estimated. 

A recent number of a religious weekly re- 
ferred to prospective work among “‘lumber- 
jacks’’ in New York State as planned by the 
Rev. Frank Higgins. The Eastern Agency 
of the American Bible Society, however, had 
already some time ago made a beginning in 
‘that work. The late Mr. Barker made a visit 
of exploration to the lumber men at work, 
and last fall two men, each giving a part of 
his time to Bible distribution, have carried 
the good book to them, finding a cordial wel- 
come. While, as our readers know, the life 
in the camps is such as to 
encourage gambling, drink- 
ing, and other vices, one of 
these workers, the Rev. Mr. 
Thoms, says, ‘‘ We look for- 
ward to doing a good work 
in many such camps among 
the brawny (and brainy) 
youths to be found in them, 
most of whom compare well 
in the matter of manliness 
with any of the young men 
it was my privilege to min- 
gle with at college and uni- 
versity.”’ 

Pastor Riggio of Astoria 
has helped in the work of 
Bible distribution during 
the greater part of the year 
and has done much good 
through following up sales 
wherever possible by calls 
upon the purchaser. In one 
of his reports he says: “It 
has been interesting to us 
to see the Bible sold in 
saloons without the saloon-keeper interfering. 
In my visits to the people in Jamaica who 
bought the Bible from my colporteur, seven 


professed faith in Christ, three come to the: 


mission, and we direct those living in other 
places to Sunday schools near them.” Here, 
as elsewhere, many would not have been will- 
ing to listen to a conversation about God as 
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the Protestant knows him, but they are willing 
to buy the Bible. Gradually its truth sinks 
in; the coming of the preacher is welcomed; 
attendance begins in the Sunday school or 
mission service, and so step by step confi- 
dence is gained and hearts are won. 

Work along the Barge Canal has been con- 
tinued. Last year a colporteur, visiting the 
camps from Troy to Rochester, distributed 
twelve hundred volumes among the workmen. 

Bible work along the Aqueduct is of the 
same character as that along the Barge Canal. 
From Brown’s Station almost to the limits of 
the City of New York the Bible Society’s rep- 
resentatives have covered the ground. 

The labors of our colporteurs among the 
ships, barges, and canal boats along the river 
front of Brooklyn have been faithful and in- 
teresting. Our worker on the water-front, 
Mr. Carlson, was once a sailor, and he isa 
most enthusiastic colporteur. One incident 
which he describes had for its scene a barge 
on which no one could be found. At last Mr. 
Carlson found the two hands lying drunk in 
the bottom of the boat. He felt ata loss how 
to reach men in that condition, but dropped 
on his knees and prayed aloud. Before he

had finished praying the two men were listen- 
ing with tears on their cheeks, and when he 
arose to his feet they were sober and willing 
to receive copies of the Bible. . 
The summer work at Coney Island was con- 
tinued with sales of nearly 4,500 volumes in — 
that place of festivity during the short season. 
This place, by the way, is one of the great 
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mission fields of the world. The island crowd 
averages 250,000 a day throughout the season, 
and all are ready to stop and look and listen 
at anything that attracts attention, including 
the Bible distributer. 

In the city of Brooklyn itself there is an 
unlimited field with a mixed population, con- 
stantly augmented by fresh arrivals from 
every country. The workers in the city, be- 
sides Mr. Carlton among the sailors, have been 
Mr. Podluski among the Poles; Mr. Jacobellis, 
with one associate, among the Italians; Mr. 
Lunde among the Scandinavians; while Mr. 
Stokes and Mr. Morgan minister to the needs 
of the English-speaking tenement population. 
Mr. Stokes mentions that in a single day those 
who purchased Scriptures of him included 
four Jews, an Italian fruit-dealer, two saloon- 
keepers, one policeman, one newspaper editor, 
one judge, an officer in the Methodist Church, 
a Roman Catholic, and a man partly intoxi- 
cated. He has sold Scriptures in twenty-five 
languages during the year. 

The Eastern Agency had Bible stands at 
three county fairs during the year, with such 
pleasant experiences that the Agent is satis- 
fied of the wisdom, if possible, of placing a 
Bible stand in every fair in the state. 

A striking incident illustrating the value 
of a two-cent portion must close these ex- 
tracts. A colporteur of the Agency in Sulli- 
van County stopped one day at a farm-house, 
but found the door closed and no one within. 


Notes and 


AX old soldier of the Civil War living in 
. Nebraska has sent us the following to 
show the effectiveness of Scripture distribu- 
tion.to soldiers: 

“On August 4, 1861, the 41st Regiment, II- 
linois Volunteer Infantry, broke camp at De- 
catur under orders for the front. In march- 
ing to the depot we passed the depository of 
the American Bible Society, where each of us 
received from the Society a pocket New Tes- 
tament. We carried ours with us daily, on the 
march, in battle,and in prison. At our leisure 
we read it. No one ever asked us to have a 
drink of whiskey, or play a game of cards, or 
chuckaluck, or other games of vice when, we 
were reading the New Testament. 

When the long roll sounded and the regi- 
ment formed in battlearray, expecting to fight 
at once, every soldier. who had on his person 
cards or other paraphernalia of vice threw 
them to the four winds, thus marking the line

THE Bible Society of Maine at its recent 
meeting reports through the last year the 
canvassing of 72 towns and plantations, visit- 
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rng 19,204 families and distributing 11,620 vol- 
umes of Scripture. Plans are being approved 
for the erection of a Bible Housein Portland. 


WE have recently received from the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland for our Li- 
porary a Tumbuka Testament. Tumbuka is a 
ialect spoken in British Central Africa and 
within the Livingstonia area. The National 
Bible Society of Scotland has for a series of 
years been building up the New Testament by 
the publication of portions in this language. 
‘The whole is now completed; the Epistles 
of Peter, St. John, and Jude, in Chinamwanga, 
which is a dialect of British Central Africa; 
the Wiza Gospels; the Wiza people live 
around Chitambo and it was among them that 
Livingstone died. The Livingstonia Mission 
2stablished itself at Chitambo some years ago, 
and the National Bible Society of Scotland 
was enabled to print the Gospel of Mark in 
Wiza two years ago. It seemed a fitting 
contribution to the Livingstone Centenary to 
present to the people among whom Living- 
stone died, the Gospels at the time of the 
2entenary. The matter was taken in hand. 
The books were printed at Livingstonia, and 
at the end of last January they were distributed 
by porters to Chitambo, five hundred miles 
distant. They were to reach Chitambo by 
March 19th. If Livingstone could only have 
had a vision of a printing press bearing his 
name, printing Gospels for the people among 
whom he was dying, how his heart would 
have leaped. 

We have also received St. John’s Epistles 
and Gospel, and the Acts, and Galatians in 
Tangoa. Tangoa is spoken on the island of 
Santo in the New Hebrides group. This book 
is the first Scriptures printed in the dialect of 
these people. The numbers of the tribe are 
small. It is astonishing how many dialects 
are found in that part of the world. 

A year ago from this Society we received 
a Gaelic Pocket Bible, and Nyanja Psalms 
and four Gospels, the four Gospels in the 
Wemba, the Efik Proverbs, Tonga Psalms, 
Acts and Romans, and the Efik New Testa- 
ment, together with a Hungarian Testament 
published in Budapest. 


Tue donations which come into the Ameri- 
can Bible Society from various sources, to 
meet the expenses of this work, often bring 
with them words of sympathy which uncon- 
sciously reveals the heart of those who make 
the contributions. 

We give our readers some little idea of the 
letters which bring such gifts. For instance, 
here is a letter which says: 
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“Dear Friend: Yours of the 10th, ad- 
dressed to Mr. D is to hand, but Mr. 
D has gone to his reward going on six 
years, in his eightieth year. 1 had laid by 
one dollar for a special thank-offering be- 
cause I have been able to wait on myself in 
my advanced age; thoughitis not much, I feel 
that the Lord would have me send it to you. 
NY netsh Me 

Another letter says: 

“My father, a life member of the American 
Bible Society, went to his heavenly home 
December 15th, aged eighty-nine and a half 
years. I can only send you a check for 
twenty-five dollars. My father preached up 
to within a year of his death—no, not death, 
but entering into a fuller life. I am alone 
now, all my family in Heaven but me. I will 
try and always give twenty-five dollars a year. 
If I fail to send it, please notify me.’’ 

Another letter is very brief, the date is 
given, without naming the place, February 12, 
19i3: 

“Dear Sir: I enclose ten ‘cents for two 
Testaments. Would that I could do more.— 
A Friend.’’ 

Another letter tells about the sale of some 
long-treasured heirlooms: 

“To use this money for myself would seem 
almost like sacrilege, so I am intrusting it to 
you and to others to use in such a way as 
seems most fitting in carrying the gospel mes- 
sage to the regions beyond. So shall I feel 
that the beautiful old things which were as 
links to a long-gone past are promoted to 
higher service than lying carefully put away.” 
This letter enclosed acheck for twenty dol- 
lars which the giver sent, “trusting that he 
who fed thousands from the loaves and fishes 
of a little lad may multiply this little offer- 
ing.’ 

We have space for but one more letter, 
which accompanied a gift from Mr. William 
M. Paxton, of Platte City, Mo.: 


“DEDICATION. 


““T’'m ninety-four, diseased and poor, 
And this one dollar’s all my living: 
But God, in gold, returns fivefold, 
And makes me rich by giving.” 


Mr. H. D. Correry, an evangelist of the 
Christian Church, in ordering some New 
Testaments, adds: “‘These are the most effec- _ 
tive swords that I have ever used. I have 
given away more than two thousand of them, 
and have reached hundreds for Christ that I 
could not have reached otherwise. I expect 
to use more in the future.” 
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Tue Orient of Constantinople, March 19th, 
gives a glimpse of the situation of Bible-read- 
ing Christians at Rodosto, the town on the 
sea of Marmora which the Bulgarians pro- 
posed as the westernmost limit of the new 
Turkish frontier. 

The pastor of the Protestant church in this 
town speaks of conditions. He says: “The 
teacher from Tamluk (not far from Nicome- 
dia) was taken asa soldier and sent to the 
war. He became sick at Chorlu and came to 
us in November, and is now here with us. 
He is much better. There is suffering from 
poverty in the town, though it is not yet 
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. .. The religious work here shows signs of 
better things. The minds of people are be- 
ginning to turn to God, who has done mira- 
cles. Some people who were not believers in 
God have lately asked for Bibles and bought 
them. Sometimes Protegtant Bulgarian sol-| 
diers come in, who seem to be very sweet 
characters. ‘They all have their New Testa- 
ments with them.”’ : 

Let us hope that the Bulgarian civil au- 
thorities may prove to be as sweet characters 
as these Bulgarian soldiers. ; 


Three General Assemblies 


HREE General Assemblies meeting at 

Atlanta at the same time, May 15th, and 
continuing for a week or ten days, afford at 
once a great opportunity and create certain 
difficulties for the representatives of the soci- 
eties and institutions which have close rela- 
tions with them. The Secretary of this Society, 
the Rev. Dr. Fox, found it his pleasure, and 
at the same time his burden, to attempt to 
visit these three Assemblies, so to speak, 
synchronously, but was able to do so and to 
have brief hearings before each body. ‘The 
formal action of the Northern Presbyterian 
Assembly is given herewith. 

The Society addressed a formal communi- 
cation to the Assembly, asking that it be 
placed on the Assembly’s ‘“‘Budget of Benev- 
olences,” but after careful consideration 
and sympathetic hearing, the Committee 
having such matters in charge felt that it 
would be better, both for the Church and for 
the Society, to handle the matter otherwise. 
The matter being brought before the As- 
sembly for a direct vote, it might be said that 
there was very little time for any discussion. 
The Society, of course, is governed by the 
practice and judgment of each body to which 


it is related, and although the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church, U.S. A. 
(North) adheres to its own former practice, 
rather than the practice pursued by some other 
churches, the resolution adopted leaves no. 
doubt whatever as to its attitude toward the 
Society and its work. It is as follows: 

‘““The General Assembly, while not deem- 
ing it judicious to place the American Bible 
Society on the Assembly’s Budget of Beney- | 
olence, puts on record its deep sense of the 
value and necessity of the Society’s work. 
As declared by previous Assemblies, its serv- 
ice is indispensable to our missions, both 
home and foreign. Its absence from the As- 
sembly’s Budget, therefore, should not and 
does not mean its absence from the heart of 
the Church. : 

““We therefore again strongly recommend 
all our churches to place the Society on their 
own budgets if they have them, or in some 
orderly and regular way to contribute yearly 
to its support, and to do this with due regard 
to the increased Bible needs of the world. 
The Society should be furnished with an 
enlarging revenue adequate to the supply of 
these needs.”’
